It is certain that if Hitler had pre-, 
vented the publication of Hahn's (an 
Strnssmon'a) discovery,  Americn 
could not hnve developed the atomle 
bomb by.

So Hahn Js a V.LP., a Very Impor- 
tant Personoge—nlthough he may 
not be Ilsted os such in “Whos 
Who." 


His discovery was quickly picked 
up by aclentiats In Denmark, Norway, 
France, Britain and = the United 
States. Thene sclentints then started 
on the trail that ‘finally led to the 
atomic bomb and: is now leading, as 
you know, to other developments, 

There are two rumours about 
Hohn; the first of which the Russians 
have now repented.: The first 
rumour js that he js working in 
Britaln on the production of atomic 
bombs. This rumour is entirely un- 
truc. : 


FORBIDDEN WORK 


Y friend (who is a local leader 

of the Labour Party and a scien- 
tist) recently spent an evening with 
Hahn at Gottingen. Hahn is very 
disMlusioned. He would like to. have 
more work to do, but the Britlsh au- 
thorities will not let him go ahead 
with nuclear research on any sub- 
stantial scale. 


T asked the Prime Minlster a ques- 
tion about Hahn some time ago and 
the answer made it plain that Hahn 
would be permitted to proceed with 
such research only if the Allied Con- 
trol Council agreed. The Russians 
must surely know thls. 


The second rumour was _ that 
Hahn's record during Fasclsm ' was 
none too good. I went to great pains 
to ascertain the truth about thls, Lise 
Mcitner, tho brilllant Jewish refugee 
scientist who first pointed out in 
Copenhagen the great significance of 
Hahn's discovery, told me that she 
had never maue allegations of pro- 
Fascism against Hohn which had 
been printed {n the American Press. 
She knew nothing .against him. 

Then in Chicago I met Dr’ James 
Franek, a refugee German atomic 
scientist who had known Hahn for 
twenty or thirty years. He told me 
categorically that Hahn had - never 
had, or expressed, any sympathy with 
Fascism. 

Hahn Is a scientist who Hyves in 
the scientist’s proverbial lvory tower, 
He abhors politicians and all their 
works. : 

Even more interesting than this Is 
the truth about the work Hahn and 
his friends were doing In Germany 
under Hitler. There is no * truth 
whatever in the widely held view 
that_the Germans were trying {o pro- 
duce atomic bombs. They did not

ATOM WILL 
NOT SMASH 
THE WORLD 


There is an clement in. the 
earth which will prevent’ the 
world from being blown to bits 
by an atomic explosion. These 
reassuring words were told to.a 
correspondent by Raymond Gre- 
goire, 40-year-old lecturer at the. 
world-famous Paris Institute of 
Radium. ; : 

He explained that the’ clement, 
Boron, which fs found everywhere In 
the oarth, Is a severely limiting foc- 
tor to a cosmic explosion by its slow- 
ing effect on atomic fisslon. 

Gregolre regarded the “end of the 
world” talk about atom bombs as 
highly unhealthy, anti-sclentifie pro-~ 
paranda, 

He lamented that progress in 
atomic research Is prejudiced by the 
recrecy maintaincd by competing 
nations, but pointed out that the 
possibility of secret experiments at on 
advanced stage such as atomic ex- 
plosions in remote areas could be 
“watched” by sensitive apparatus 
located In a neighbouring country. 

French Activitics 

The French activities In nuclear re~ 
search and thelr complete reorgan- 
{sation were described by Gregoire, 
massive und poorly dressed, in the 
historic Radium = Instilute found- 
ed by the late Madame Curie, 

This institute is now under the 
direction of her daughter Irene, who 
married the famous, atom-scientist, 
Frederic Jullot. ‘The latter was the 
first, in 1939, to discover that the fis- 
sion of an uranium otom was an ¢x- 
plosive one. 

Juliot ls naw working tn, the High. 
Commissariat of Atomle Research, set 
up by the French Government after 
the Noetory-making explosion at Hiro- 
shima, This state institution, which 
oceuples the obsolete Chatiition Fort 
in the southern outskirts of Paris, 
hag the significant budget of 500,000,- 
000 francs.

The Burma Government expected 
to ship 750,000 tons of surplus rice 
to China, India, Netherlands East 
Indies, Ceylon, Malay States, Korea 
and United Kingdom in the firat six 
montha of 1947, Rice shipped in 
January totalled 88,000 tons, but 
nothing has been shipped = in

When still a young man,’ Heoley 
floated or was the power behind such 
great companies as/Dunlops, Singer, 
Bovril and Schweppes, but of course 
had nothing to do with them from 
shortly after they had been floated. 

It Js claimed that In 1896 and 1897

The committee, to case the shor- 
tage, recommended increased pro- 
duction and agreed unanimously on 
equitable distribution of available 
fertiliser supply to over 100 claimant 
countries during the current year.
